EXPLOSION FELT OVER A MILE AWAY 


Disaster Occurred This Morning in a Utah Mine==Horses Mile and 


a Half Distant Killed by Force of the Shock— 


-Relief Patties Missing.

Salt Lake City, 
Utah, July 16—A 


terrific powder explosion occurred ear- 
ly this morning in the Daly West 
Mine, entombing about 100 miners, of 
whom 27 nad been taken out dead at 
five a. m. 
There are many 
more 


bodies in the mine and it is feared 
that few escaped. The force of the ex- 
plosion was felt in Ontario mine, one 
mile west and which is connected with 
the Daly West mine by a tunnel. 


The mines are located near Park 


City. The noxious gasses have pene- 
trated the Ontario mine and it is fear- 
ed that many of the 100 miners em- 
ployed there have lost their 
lives. 


Three bodies have been taken from 
that mine. 


The explosion occurred in the 1200 


foot level of the Daly Weskrnine, two 


powder magazines containing about 
two cars of powder blowing up. The 
shock was tremendous, being felt ten 
miles away. Its force was so great 
that two horses a mile and a half away 
were killed. 


As soon as the news of the disaster 


reached Park City every physician and 
nurse in the place was rushed to the 
scene. 


Members of one of the relief parties 


have not been heard from, and it is 
feared they have perished. 


Communication between the mines 


and Park City is interrupted the ex- 
plosion having blown down the tele- 
phone wires. The last message from 
Park City says that over 35 bodies 
have been recovered and that some of 
the miners who were taften out in an 
unconscious condition cannot recover.
